The exception from taxation of Crown Property is 
by virtue of section 125 of fhe British North America Act. 
The section is imparative in its terms, not permissive, and 
is based on the theory that property acquired and used in 
establishing the necessary Public Services of Canada, shoulda 
not be liable to assessment. These Public Services are estab- 
lished and maintained at the expense of all the people of 
Canada; this expense is paid from the Consolidated Rewenue 
Fund made up of taxes, direct and indirect, levied on all the 
rate payers. Since these services are maintained at the expense 
of the people of Canada, and are primarily for the benefit of 
all the people of Canada; and secondarily for the benefit of 
the people of the especial locality in which they are situated; 
it is neither reasonable nor right that the people of Canada 
collectively should be assessed or required to pay taxes to the 
particilar locality, secondarily benefitted, on the value of tha 
works and improvencnts required for that service. 


If it be admitted that the Municipality has the 
right to so tax the Crown, then the greater the value of 
Public Works and improvements in any city, town or municipality 
the barger the tax; the result being that the penalty for pro- 
viding the city, town or municipality with a competent Public 
Service increases in direct ratio with the cost of the 
improvenents» In other words the freater the benefit conferred 
on the City, Town or Municipality in this regard the greater 
the penalty imposed in return by the City, Town or Municipality 


on the people of Canada.

Having always in mind that the Public Service is 
established and maintained at the expense of all the people 
of Canada, and recognizing that the requirements of the Public 
Service occasion much larger expenditures in Cities and Towns 
than in Country Districts; the inevitable result follows that 
the benefits inure more largely to the urban thah the rural 
ratepayer, while the tax is uniform; what then will be the 
result if the right of the various Civie Municipal bodies to 
tax Dominion Buildines and improvements. be recognized and 
established? This discrepancy will be largely inereased at 
the expense of the rural population,

Take for example the case of a municipality having 
no Dominion Public Buildings, as compared with that of a City 
having expensive Public Buildings; the ratepayers of the Muni~ 
cipality will be taxed not only for the establishment ané 
maintenance of the Public Service in the City; but they will also 
ve taxed in common with ail the other ratepayers of Canada, for 
the exclusive benefit of the City, on the full value of the 
Dominion Government Duildings there. A double tax on all the 
ratepayers of Canada with no correspanding benefit to the 


Municipality in question. 


The illustration is of course an extreme case, but 


the general result will be largely discriminative against the 


rural population.

The proposition that a ratepayer should be restrained 
from an investment which may result in loss and the consequent 
diminution of his assessable property, or from dealing with 
his real estate in such a manner as may produce a like result, 
is a novel one and contrary to the reasonable recognition of 
private rights; the parallel proposition that the Crown should 
be prevented from, or taxed for, taking over property and 
improving it with e view to establishing or improving a Public 
Service, is equally novel and unreasonable; and the further 
proposition that the Lunicipality should in both cases, or 
either case, be reimbursed for the loss of taxes occasioned by 
the decrease of assessable valuation within the district, 4s 
equally unsound, and directly contrary to the spirit and letter 
of our constitution as expressed in the B.N.A.Act. 


Ta many Cities und Towns in Cuueldu, the Civics 
Authorities have adopted the expedient of assessing Crown 
Property under the guise of charges for water and sewerage 
services, fire protection, etc., and Civic by-laws have been 
adopted declaring in effect, that the impost is a fee for the 
reepective services, not a tax; notwithstanding the fact that 
the amount is basea on the assessable valuation of the Crown 
Property, in the City or Town. 


In my opinion this is a direct violotion of both the 
letter and spirit of section 125 of the h.N.A.Act, and ae I 
have aizeady pointec out an unfair discrimination a,ainst the 
vural population of CANADA, 
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By the same methods, if recognized,or approved by 
the Crown, this doctrine may be applied to every Civic Service, 
maintained for the benefit of owners of property, within any 
City or Town; with the result that Section 125 of the B.N.A. 
Act will become in effect repealed by Civic by-laws.

In my opinion e tax is levied in all cases where the 
impost is based on the assessable value of the Crown Property 
instead of the commercial valve of the thing supplied, and 
should be met in cases of water supply to Public Suildings par- 
ticularly by expropriation proceedings covering the service 
pipes and casements, reayired by the Crown, ‘the Exchequer 
Court being asked to assess damages therefor based on the cost 
of water per gallon; as established by the cost of .constructing 
and maintaining the water works.

I take the liberty to make appli- 
cation on behalf of the boys of the Squamish residential 
sehool at the solicitation of their teacher, for a crant 
of $90.00, for grading their proposed play groung situate 
on that parcel of land close to the school property which 
your department a few years ago purchased, in order that it 
may not be sold for taxes.

As you know the school property 
proper is small, and there is no place in it big enough 
for the boys attending the school to use for baseball, 
football and other athletic endeavor. In years gone by 
they used to use a field on this reserve, but a good por- 
tion of that is now occuppied by the combined auditorium 
and manuel training building which is now completed, the 
natural result is that the boys,(especially) and the girls 
have not a big enough place for muscular relaxation, which 
is a necessity in connection with any institution of learn- 
ing. The boys of their own volition with their teacher 
have slashed a big enough place on the Indian Department 
property, for them to play on, put it requires grading, 
the stumps, although small would have to be pulled, the 
groung plowed, and then scooped so as to be made level 
as their a small ravine to be filled, which is now partly 
filled with the limbs of the trees now slashed.

Recently I asked a white man who 
owns a team of horses and who does that work, as what it 
would cost, to grade it, and he said it would cost $90.00 
The sisters evidently are afraid to ask for this grant 
since it is hardly connected with matters of study, then 
the boys teacher and the boys, with the desire of having 
a playing field tried to get one, by slashing the property 
put they later found out that the task was too rreat for 
them in that they could not do work, that only a team of 
horses with the necessary implements can do. So the asked 
me to make an appeal to you, to come to their assistance 
and I hope you will agree with me that a playing field 
is a neccessity to the good conduct of the boys of a school 
of learning. 
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ae 


I brought this matter to the atten- 
tion of our Indian Agent Mr.C.C.Perry and asked him to 
ask the Department to make this grant, but his reply was 
that while he was not opposed to the boys having a playing 
field, he was reluctant to make the application as he knew 
that the Department had been asked to sell the property in 
question, and he did not know of the present position of 
that land, I told him that before the Department sold that 
land the Squamish Indians should have an opportunity to 
also acquire it. 


The real position at present is that 
there not a place big enough adjoing the school for the 
children to play on, and for $90.08 spent in grading they 
could have a playing field, at the same time the Departe- 
ment would add to the 1 ue of the land by having it cleared 
and sraded, the boys have alread, done very valuable work 
in slashing it,

The funds at our disposal are so limited, that I 
regret the Department cannot contribute towards the 
cost of the recent improvements. You will please

It may be argued by the Corporation that, 
in the spring of 1928, the Department commted the 
local improvement rates for sanitary sewers, 
permanent grading and pavement in connection with 
this same block - 123 D. L. 271. It is true that 
at that time we paid the City of North Vancouver 
3,705.30. Panis could be found then for the pur- 
pose and consequently the claim was dealt with 
favourably. The Corporation, when considering our 
present refusal, should remember that, in the past, 
we have dealt generously with then.

Referring to your memorandum of the 16th instant with 
attached correspondence, I have to say that the lot in question 
was acquired by His Majesty as represented by the Superintendent 
General frow the Sisters in charge of the Squamish Indian Board- 
ing School, Vancouver, 3.C., by instrument dated the 27th day 
of July, 1922, the consideration being the sum of $2000, plus 
arrears of taxes and taxes for the current year to the lst of 
Aucust amounting in all to the sum of $6919.97. The Sisters 
were unable to meet the inoreasing burden of taxes and the iot 
would eventually have been sold for taxes had not the Depart- 
ment taken the action it did to preserve this lot which was con- 
sidered necessary for proper aonduct of the said school. The 
fee of this iot having passed to the Crown, the lot ceased to be 
assessable for taxes by the municipality. It was, Lowever, 
contended by the municipality that while this was the case, taxes 
are considered to have been imposed on and from the lst day of 
January in each year and thet the municipality should according- 
ly receive taxes in respect of thie lot for the full year of 1922. 
after taking the matter up with the Department of Justice, it was 
decided to pay the taxes for the remainder of the year, which was 
done.

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. had always commuted the local improvements in respect 
of property held by the Crown and jaid the City and the Solici- 
tor at the same time enclosed particulars of local improvements 
charged against the property in question and asked that the 
charges for these improvements be commted. The mtier was re- 
ferred to the Department of Public Works and we were advised by 
the Acting Deputy Minister that there was no legal obligation, 
the matter being wholly at the discretion of the Government 
but that it was not unusual for the Government to pay for local 
improvements. The improvements in question were subsequently 
commuted at the sum of $3705.30 and paid, the amount being avail- 
able from funds voted by Parliament. 


fhe Department is now being asked to commute the payment 
for sewers recently construeged which commutation amounts to the 
sum of $963.70. The property in question is vacant and has no 
sewer connections and we are advised by the Deputy Minister of 
Public Works that under suoh ciroumstances it is a matter of 
grace with the Crown as to whether this is paid to the municipal- 
ity. wing to tie tact. tmtour estimates are reduced to a minimum 
no funds are available for the payment of the requested commuta- 
tion even if we were favorably disposed towards such payment, and 


as the municipality has no legal claim for such payment I do not 
see that it has any real grievance. If it is proposed to pay 
thie claim funds will have to be provided by Parliament.

Until I discovered % actual count now many children 
of school age are at Sayfield had no idea the number 
was so large; otherwise, would have brought to your no- 
tice, on hy own initiative, the absolute propriety and 
necessity of providing school accommodation for tneir ben- 
efit, even should the children at ‘eatherton 
to share its advantages; but seeing the attitude 
Meatherton Indians in the matter, I unhesitatingly recome-

continue. Mr. Foster, the Public school Inspector, in 
a report on this school dated the 8th ultimo, states as 
follows,- “Miss Gorman is a young, inexperienced girl. On 
this, my first visit, I endeavoured to give her as much 
aid as possible in planning her work and as to method in 
teaching. With experience she Will likely become an 
efficient teacher". 


There are fifteen children of school age on 
the reserve, fourteen of whom are enrolled, and there 
was an average attendance of 10.4 for the month of

According to the statement of Mr. Agent Harris 
of wear River to me, you are already aware that Miss 
Agnes E. Gorman, the teacher in charge of the Indian 
sehool there, had to close her school and go home to 
Berwick, Kings County, on account of not being able 
to get a suitable place + in faet any place - to board, 
simply beeause she is an Indian - a very insufficient 
reason, I should say. 

I was at Bear River quite recently and looked 
into the situation. As a result, I ean see only one

I was surprised and somewhat disturbed 
to learn from Inspector Foster's last report on your 
school that there were only 6 pupils in attendance 
at the time of his visit. 


In view of the war conditions in whieh 
we now find ourselves, it will be exceedingly difficult 
to justify the operation of this school unless the 
attendance can be substantially inereased. It is 
certainly not the intention of the Department to keep 
Indian day schools open with an average attendance of 
G6 pupils. If this attendance car not be substantially 
{nereased in the imnectate future, on investigation 
will have to be made to consider the advisability of 
having these pupils attend either # residential school 
or the white schools in the neighborhood. 


I am sending forward & copy of this letter 
to the Indian Agent. It is my hope thet you and the 
Azent may find it convenient to discuss this matter 
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together and efterwards perhaps with the Indian parents 
if you consider such action advisable. The Inspector 
suggests that a letter be sent to ‘rs. Levi Brooks, 
instructing her that her son Andrew must attend school 
regularly. Mrs. Brooks shovl¢c be interviewee by you 
or by the Agent or by both of you anéd informed that the 
Department will insist upon the attendance of her boy 
at school.

for relief expenditure may be combined in a letter, that is, if 
they all pertain to the same agency. The same applies to repairs 
to Indian dwellings. Of course, you understand that relief issues 
and repairs to Indian dwellings should be dealt with separately. 


Clothing, as a general rule, is relief. An exception would be 
clothing purchased for children to allow them to enter the 
Shubenacadie Residential School; this would be separate and paid 
for from school vote. Another case would be ciothing required 
for a patient to enter a sanatorium for treatment on account of 
tuberculosis. This would be paid for from General Vote. 


It is difficult to explain these distinctions in 
a letter, but it is apparent from your accounts and correspondence 
that you have a ood knowledge of the matter.
